Hens Pay 


Experiments Prove That 
Profit Can be Made 


A good hen can be raised for 
about $1, she can be kept for one 
year after beginning to lay for about 
$1.25, her eggs for a year, estimating 


| twelve dozen at 25 cents a dozen, will 


be worth $3 and the hen will be 
worth 50 cents when through laying 
at the end of her pullet year, 

This is a return of $1.25. on an in- 
vestment of about 55 per cent., not 
counting labor or depreciation of 
plant. 

Tf we count 25 cents as the cost 
‘of caring for a hen one year and 10 
per cent, for depreciation of plant 
there still remains over 20 per 
cert, net profit on the investment. 

These facts were brought out in 
a Missouri experiment where  fifty- 
five White Leghorn pullets were kept 
for a year’s laying, all the feed that 


was fed to the hens being weighed! 


and the eggs being sold at market 
prices. The fifty-five hens produced 
twelve dozen eggs each, which were 
sold for $157.17. The cost of keep- 
ing the fifty-five hens one year was 
$66.27, reckoning feed prices at about 
average market rate in 1915. The 
hens were fed a well balanced ration 
and had the run of a yard 100 feet 
square. The price of eggs for the 
year averaged approximately 25 cten‘s 
a dozen, 

From the foregoing figures it will 
be scen that where one has good 
hens to start with and handles them 


| properly a net profit of considerably 


over $1 a year each can be counted 
en from a flock of that size. 

But the know how is just as im- 
pettant in handling hens for profit- 
able returns as is the case with any 
other kind of complicated ‘business.—

COLONIZATION AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE WEST 


Vast Unoccupied Areas of Valuable Farming Land Will Be 
Utilized in Cennection with Imperial Scheme for Paying Off

The question of ‘and settlement in 
Canada, in many fespects, is the 
most vital issue that will confront 


the government of this country at the 
close of the war, The vaguely out- 
lined suggestion twat has come from 
England of using some 200 million 
acres of Canadian agricu!tural lands 
forthe purpose of paying off the Em- 
pire’s war glebt, s -rcs only as a ic- 
minder to the people of Canada that 
they must meet very soon the seri- 
ous problem of colonizing and de- 
veloping the vast cmoccupied arcas 
of their Dominion. Middle Western 
Canada probably offers, from a 
purely physical viewpoint, a field for 
settlement having “aes of less resis- 
tance than any Over part of the 
country. In the southern half of that 
expansive rectangular area of prairie 
teaching from the eastern limits of 
Manitoba to the @ ethills of Alberta 
there is little to obstruct the path of 
the pioneer farmer. Free from for- 
est or swamp, the land remains. but 
to be cultivated. T’e hinterland, or 
the northerly half o: the Middle West 
with its network of lakes, rivers, for- 
ests, and mincral-bearing rock, varied 
with great stretcher of fertile land 
and valley, presem. a different pic- 
ture. One part of Alberta’s Peace 
River Valley already has been open- 
ed and partly settled. With that ex- 
ception, agricultura. development and 
the lines of railways with their cities 
and towns are a part only of the prai- 
rie plains of the southern half of the. 
Middle Western P-ovincc3. It is 
within the bounds of this latter area 
that Canada has spent much money 
and pledged her credit in establishing 
#n extensive plant represented by 
railway lines and rmgrnicipalities. That 
equipment has never been operated 
to full capacity. There is over one 
mile of railway to,every sixty-nine 
producers in Westem Canada today. 
The-West’s greatest need, therefore, 
is people, and people who will go on 
the land and produce something 
through which the country as 2 whole 
may be supported. 

That means, then, the settlement! 
first of the southern or equipped half 
of the Middle West. The scheme for 
acquiring and develsping 200 million 
acres accordingly must begin with a 
consideration of that section of the 
country already prepared for settle- 
ment. First, it wi’! be found that 
the old magnet of free homesteads 
with the attached privilege of pre- 
emption has lost its drawing-power, 
The difficulty of acquiring any kind 
of desirable land wiu soon be realiz- 
ed, In other words, the vast pro- 
portion of cultivable land in that part 
of the West where settlement is most 
needed and most lit.cly to occur has 
been alienated from the Dominion. 
At the end of the past year the areca 
granted in homesteads and pre-emp- 
tions by the Domiw'on government 
amounted to 62,7757,510 acres. Add! 
to that figure the amount of land held; 
by the railways, Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, and that represented in school 
laird sales and special grants, and an- 
other forty-four million acres must be 
excluded from the class of free lands, 
Altogether, there have been sume 106 
million acres of warern lands taken 
from the country. Of this area not! 
more than thirty-two million acres) 
has been farmed, The largest area) 
actually brought uné*r crop in the 
three Prairie Provinces has not ex-| 
ceeded twenty millior acres.

Cotton Shortage in Germany 


Those 200 Pajamas Would Have 
Been Very Useful 


The fact that a member of the 
German embassy staff was carrying 
home two hundred sujts of pajamas 
invitcs attention ‘to a serious aspect 
of the blockade from Germany's 
viewpoint. Before the war Germany 
was importing annually 21-2 million 
bales of raw cotton from the United 
States.

F.ying To-day Is Too Easy 


Half of the Accidents are the Result 
of too Much Assurance 


Flying has become so safe and 
easy that in peace time everyone who 
can should take it up as a means of 
travel and recreation, according to 
General U. S. Brancker, Director of 
Air Organization for the British 
arniy, 

“Flying today is so easy,” said 
General Brancker, “that most pupils 
are in danger from over-confidence. 
Half our accidents arise from this 
cause. Training in aviation from 
the military point of view is getting 
more and more complicated, but ac- 
tual flying from the practical point 
of view of getting from place to place 
has become almost as easy and safe 
as automobiling or bicycling. 

“People generally ought to learn 
the elementary principles of handling 
an airplane, The only factor against 
general private use of airplanes, e¢s- 
pecially in Great Britain, is the un- 
certainty of the weather, but with 
experience and reliable engines it is 
possible to fly in almost any weather 
short of a thick fog, a hurricane, or 
a violent thunderstorm.” 

General Brancker foresees the de- 
velopment of more and better quali- 
fied instructors, more reliable en- 
gines, and slower and more deliber- 
ate training, after the stress of war 
is over. “At present,” he cxpleined, 
“there is of necessity a good deal o 
undue haste. The supply of-aviators 
is forever trying to catch up with the 
demand, and the demand is forever 
hie HEU both in numbers and qual- 
ity. 

Asked whether any ordinary person 
could become a really good airplare 
pilot, General Brancker said: “The 
most unexpected people make good

“As for the best age for training 
in flying, I think they should begin 
as young .as_ possible. Generally 
speaking, eighteen is rather young 
for the great strain of active service, 
and I prefer a man of twenty or 
twenty-five for army aviation work. 
A man of thirty-five to forty who 
has lived a hard life and is a good 
horseman will probably develop into 
a good pilot quicker than the man of 
25 to 30 who has spent his life in an 
office or in doing nothing, but as a 
tule the older man will not stand the 
strain of active service as long as 
the young man, 

“The quality of horsemanship is a 
useful one in any would-be airplainist. 
The requirements are just the same 
good hands, a good — head, ‘steady 
nerves, and judgment, Flying is per- 
haps a little casier than riding, be- 
cause one sits in a comfortable arm- 
chair in a quiet machine.” 

No national temperament is so well 
suited to flying as the British, in Gen- 
eral Brancker’s opinion, “The Eng- 
lishman may be conservative,” he re- 
marked, “but he is certainly the fin- 
est airplane pilot in the world. The 
old British characteristics which 
made us masters of the sea are in- 
tensified in the air—and they will 
make us. masters of the air, in spite 
of our politics and our system of goy- 
ernment and all the many  obstruc- 
tions to progress, which will assured- 
ly spring up as soon as peace is de- 
clared.”

“In Alberta the conditions are ex- 
ccedingly favorable for the establish- 
ment of pulp mills,” says A, J, Can- 
tin, electrical engineer of Edmonton, 
in an article published in The Paper 
Trade'Journal of New York. “The 
home trade is quite extensive and the 
neighboring provinces offer a good 
market, as we could compete favor- 
ably with eastern and British Colum- 
bia manufacturers. The freight rates 
are in our favor. Then, again, we 
have a market in the northwestern 
States which should prove worth 
while, as there are no pulp mills in 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, North 
Dakota, South Dakota and Nebraska. 
The total capacity of pulp mills is not 
over 150,000 tons per year west of 
the Mississippi river. 

“We have the raw material in un-

York less than ten years, Wisconsin 
has no reserve and manufactures 
nearly 300,000 tons a year, 

“There is another factor that will 
cause our neighbor, the United States 
to seek new sources of supply, espe- 
cially those States west of the Mis- 
sissipp1 river, and will force’ manu- 
facturers to come and locate their 
mills in the province of Alberta, 

“While spruce is the predominating 
wood in Alberta, there is a large 
cuantity of poplar in central Alberta.

‘Cold Weather 


And Milk Output 


If Cows are Well Fed They Can 
Stand Cansiderable Exposure 
to Weather 


Experiments carried out in recent 
years show that the falling-off in 
milk supply from cows lying out is 
little or none as compared with those 
kept constantly tied up, provided the 
animals are well fed, and reasonable 
shelter is found. Animals which are 
allowed to exercise get up a healthy 
circulation which enables them to 
withstand chills, and if they can get 
rough shelter they adapt themselves 
to the winds. Animals tied up in 
undue warmth during part of the 
twenty-four hours, and standing in 
cold draughts, such as are found in 
most cowsheds, arc in a more de- 
fenseless condition. Ventilation and 
draught practically always go _ to- 
gcther and do not work harmonious- 
ly for the animals. 

Animals are able to stand great 
cold with impunity so long as they 
can get onder shelter to keep heir 
skins dry, and can lie dry. It is the 
evaporation of moisture from an ani- 
mal that causes chill and conse- 
quently the necessity for sheltering 
When 
topping up fattenifig cattle there is 
no doubt that meat is more quickly 
laid on when they are restricted in 
their movements; but in doing this 
the ultimate object is not in main- 
training a healthy constitution for a 
lengthened period. It is not~to be 
inferred from what has been = said 
that animals should be left to face the 
full brunt of wet and wind, snow and 
frost, and the amount of shelter need- 
ed depends very much on the breed, 
and whether it is in its natural cli- 
tuate, 

Food is the great defender from 
cold, and the colder it is the more is 
needed. A well-filled stomach, ever 
though it be of coarse food with 
little food, material, seems to act as 
a protection against céld, the bulk 
of warm substance acting as an_ in- 
ner lining against loss of temperature 
but the increase of cold should be 
met by additional starchy or fatty 
matter which when assimilated, will 
generate gicat. The well-known cx- 
Lcriment fon pigs carried out years 
ago by Sir John Lawes showed what 
a large proportion of the food con- 
sumed went to maintain respiration, 
to which starch and oils mainly con- 
tribute.

Water Powers of 
Western Provinces 


Valuable Report Just Issued by Com- 
missioner of Conservation 


“Water Powers of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta,’ a well- 
bound and attractively illustrated 
volume just issued by the Commis- 
sion of Conservation, forms a valu- 
able contribution to the authentic lit- 
erature respecting the natural re- 
sources of Western Canada, This re- 
port, by Leo G. Denis and J. B. 
Challies, comprises the results of 
special surveys by the Commission of 
Conservation and a compilation of 
records from other reliable sources. 
As a compenditim of all available da- 
ta on the subject, it is particularly 
valuable for reference purposcs, 

While the Prairie Provinces, as a 
whole, are not lavishly endowed with 
water-powers, the report demonstra- 
tes that the utility of their rivers tor 
power developments can be vastly 
enhanced through proper storage of 
flood watcrs, At present, in the ab- 
sence of conservation dams, and of 
adequate natural regulations, the 
great volume of flow is lost during 
high water seasons. Methods of de- 
velopment to ensure the maximum 
utilization are now being carcfully 
worked out on the Winnipeg, Bow 
and other large rivers. The more 
northerly regions possess numerous 
sites of great potential value for 
pulp, electro-chemical and other spe- 
cial industries. 

The report just issued is the sec- 
ond in the serics on water-powers in 
Canada to be published by the Com- 
mission of Conservation, The third 
volume, “Water Powers of British 
Columbia,” which is now in press, 
will complete the Commission's gen- 
eral inventory of this item of the 
Dominion’s natural wealth,

Do we wish Germany or England 
aud France to draw up the new 
code? We know perfectly well what 
Cermany’s views are upon  interna- 
tional law.. They are based upon the 
principle of expediency. Their 
watchword is “might makes right,” 
ihe working out of this principle is 
seen in invaded, outraged, ravaged, 
deported Belgium; in the wreck- 
| strewn sea; in the brutal and cynical 
|disregard of neutral right and non- 
}comnbatant privilege; in devastated 
Serbia; in the persecution of Christ- 
jian Armenia by Mohammendan Tur- 
key; in the death in every  circum- 
stance of horror and shaime of 609,- 
000 peaceful, orderly people in Asia 
Minor, with the concentration of as 
many more in pestilential camps 
where they starve, contract diseas¢ 
and die. Do we wish international 
law written in these terms? 

The victory of England and France 
and their allies will mean a new in- 
ternational law in which every pre- 
scription, merciful and humane, of 
the old law will be re-written and 
many more added. In the rewriting 
of this new law, should it be devolv- 
cd upon these powers, we will have 
a part. To have international law re- 
written in terms. of civilization and 
humanity and the _ righteousness 
which is of God would almost be 
worth the awful expenditure of blood 
and treasure, For such a code of 
law it would be possible, I think, to 
organize an international police force 
which could compel would-be recalci. 
trant nations to respect it. 
| Which group of powers do We de- 
sire to see re-write international 
law? There can be but one answer 
to that question. Fully appreciating, 
then, the importance to us of this is- 
sue of the war, can we under anv 
conditions sit calmly by and see Eng- 
Jand and France and Italy starved to 
death by an utterly immoral block- 
tase We cannot. We must not.

{the French farmer. } 

lf the farmers of the Beauce dis- 
trict, which is the largest wheat pro 
ducing region in France, follow, as is 
likely, the example of their more 
southern brethren, hundreds of thou-

Improved Conditions 
Manifest In Russia 


Peasants are Saving Money and Ris- 
ing in the World 


It is beyond question that the Rus- 
Sian peasant, who constitutes 80 per 
cent. of the population of Russia, has 
now in his hands an unprecedented 
amount of money, the result of morc 
employment, much higher wages than 
were ever before paid, and a new ha- 
Lit of saving forced upon him by the 


— 


cutting off of his former expenditures 
of vodka, and by a shortage in the 
supply of things he wants for his 


farming and household operations. 


He is waiting for a chance to 
spend his savings for what he really 
wants, says a writer in “Russia.” 
Those savings aggregate hundreds of 
millions of dollars. Buying farm ma- 
chinery is said to be the one great 
outlet for them, The writer con- 
tinues, 

“It should be considered that when 
a man has accumulated an unexpect- 
edly large amount of money he is 
pretty certain to spend a large por- 
tion of it for things he has long want- 
ed, but has been unable to get. The 
desires of the Russian peasant, tak- 
ing him en musse, are mainly restrict- 
ed to liis farm and to his home man- 
ufacturers, if he carries on any such. 
A better house, and, especially, bet- 
ter furniture, appeal to him; but like 
the farmer everywhere else in the 
world, his first interest is to get more 
money out of his land. 


“The importance of machinery in 
liclping him to this result has been 
Strongly brought home to him by 
a variety of agencies, not the least 
effective of these being the increased 
profits of such of his neighbors as 
have taken themselves out of the 
communal system of land holding 
and cultivation and have contrived to 
sccure modern agricultural machin- 
ery. An example of the peasant’s ap- 
Preciation of modern equipment is 
provided by the agricultural “artels,” 
or unions, which have multiplied ia 
consequence of the farm labor siort- 
age due to the recruiting of the ar- 
mies These artels have largely re- 
sorted to the use of modern machin- 
ery, purchased usually by a group oi 
peasant farmers, who often rent the 
services of themselves and their ma- 
chines to other farmers not members 
of the artel. 

“That this expectation of peasant 
expenditures for farm machines that 
will be very large in the aggregate is 
well founded seems hardly cpen to 
contradiction.” 

It has been found necessary to op- 
en in Russia, as rapidly as possible, 
soine 5,000 new branches of the State 
Savings Bank. Also, parish banks, 
to be opened to the number of about 
2,000, represent a new and simple 
type of savings agency, for which 
arrangements have been agreed upon 
between the ministry of finance and 
the holy synod. The archpriests of 
the churches will superintend the op- 
erations of these latter banks, which 
will receive and pay out deposits, but 
will not undertake any other bank- 
ing operations, 

What will be a great innovation in 
banking so far as the bulk of the 
Kussian population is concerned is 
the proposed introduction by the 
State Savings Bank of payments by 
check. This device, so familiar to 
us, is still strange to most of Russia. 
There is no doubt that its wide intro- 
duction and use in that country wil} 
do much to modernize and facilitate 
the conduct of business in its vast 
interior, 

It is proposed also, to introduce in 
Russia what is known as the money- 
box system of savings, on the model 
of foreign institutions, particularly 
of the British government savings 
banks, In issuing these saving box- 
es to houses, the plan is to charge a 
security of $1.54 (3 rubles), which 
will be credited as a deposit. The 
carrying out of this plan has been 
deferred thus far by lack of money- 
boxes.

Ill-Luck Attends the Making of a 
Celestial Map in india 


About ten years-ago an Indian F.R. 
A.S., presented to the late Nizam of 
Hyderabad two large telescopes, a 
gift which induced the Nizam to es- 
tablish an observatory in his domin- 
ions, lavishly equipped with p-to- 
date instruments. 

His Highness also invited an Eng- 
astronomer, Mr. R. Pocock, to 


take charge of the observatory, and 
placed its resources at the disposal 
of the International Committec, 
which for some quarter of a century 
has been taking the great photo- 
graphic map of the heavens which is 
to form the basis of the Astrographic 
Chart and Catalogue. 

Since the death ‘of the founder of 
the Hyderabad Observatory in 191], 
his successor, the present Nizam, has 
continued to take a deep interest in 
the work connected with the photo- 
graphic map of the stars, and re- 
cently ordered a consignment of 
special plates for the purpose from 
Ingland. 

These plates, unfortunately, were 
on the Persia, which was torpedoed 
and sunk in the Mediterranean. To 
replace them imore plates were dis- 


patehed, and these were on the 
Maloja, which was also submarined 
on its way to India, 

Undeterred by this run of bad luck, 
the Nizam ordered a_ third batch, 
which have arrived quite safely, and 
tle work on the Hyderabad section 
of the celestial map has again been 
resumed, It is estimated, that, when 
finished, one copy of the complete 
map will cost at least $5,000 to pro- 
duce,

Earth May Go Up in Smoke 


Scientist Thinks There Is Sufficient 
Radium Deposits to do Job 


Nearly 1,900 years ago St. Peter 
wrote in the third chapter of his scc- 
ond epistle: 

But the day of the Lord will come 
as a thief in the night; in which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also and 
the works that are therein shall be 
burned up. 

And today, writing in the Electrical 
Experimenter, H, Gernsback says: 

If we place a thermometer into a 
phial containing a minute quantity of 
radium bromide; the purest commer- 
cial radium, the mercury will indicate 
a temperature 2.7 degrees hotter than 
the temperature outside of the phial. 
The heat radiated from one speck of 
tadium bromide does not grow less 


ads the days and months, nay, years 
and centuries roll by. 
In order better to comprehend 


what this means, let us compare it 
with coal. This is what we find: 

According to Prof. Soddy, a gram 
of pure radium evolves 133 calorics 
of heat an hour. In one year (8,760 
hours) the same gram of radium 
evolves 1,160,000 calories. In 2,500 
years—the length of time radium will 
evolve energy—2,900,000,000 calories 
will be developed, while a gram of 
coal evolves 2,200 calories of heat. 

And radium is by no means as 
scarce as most people believe. Radi- 
um eminations have been found in 
springs, in the air, in rocks, etc., and 
this has given rise to an extraordinary 
theory regarding the evolution of the 
worlds, 

When the famous Swiss-Italian 
Simpion tunnel was constructed som: 
years ago, totally unforseen circum- 
stances arose which made the work 
most difficut, Although this tunnel 
is far above sea level, the heat be- 
came tunendurable as the work pro- 
gressed. Artificial cooling had to be 
resorted to in order to allow the 
workmen to proceed with their work. 
Prof, Jolly then made the discovery 
that the rocks of the Simpion con- 
tained radium, which accounted for 
the unexpected high temperature 
within the mountain. 

From this Joly has built up a new 
theory of evolution, and while revolu- 
tionary in the extreme it is most 
plausible and gains more adherents 
each year. 

Lord Kelvin deduced that if the 
earth contained only two parts of ra- 
diam per million million—and a great 
deal more is actually found in the 
rocks and crust of our globe—this 
minute quantity would raise the tem- 
perature of the earth’s core 1,800 de- 


grees C. in 100,000,000 years. There} 


being no escape for the imprisoned 
heat—the ecarth’s crust being an ex- 
ceedingly bad heat conductor—Prof. 


Joly argues with us that as the ages} 


roll by the interior of the earth must 
become hotter and hotter, Finally 
after the end of millions of years, the 
crust must give way to this tremend- 
ous heat from within and the’ burst- 
ing earth must go up in flames, be- 
coming a burning gas ball, just as we 
see our sun today.

A Proficiency Badge to be Known as 
the Starman’s Badge of Merit

A Wonderful Watch 


American Mechanical Enginecr Has 
a Swiss Watch That Is a 
Wonder 


What is unquestionably a great 
ruasterpiece of both mechanical con- 
struction and artistic workinansdip 
is presented in the form of a watch 
recently finished by a well-known 
Swiss watchmaker for James W. 
Packard, an American mechanical 
engineer.

is provided with a clock movement. 
Its mechanism automatically strikes

minutes that are indicated on the 
dial by the hands. Aside from the 
usual hour, minute, and second 
hands, the watch contains a move- 
ment suitable for timing an event 


or an operation to the fraction of a 
second, in the form of a split-second 
hand and a fifth-second hand, Two 


additional dials are also inclined to 
‘indicate respectively the number of 
minutes and the number of hours 


which have elapsed during the actual 
use of the split-second mechanism, 
Another interesting feature is the 
}rerpetual calendar which makes al- 
lowances for the 31, 30 and 28-day 
months, and even the 29 days of

The ninth greatest volume of fresh 
water in the world is Lake Winnipeg

New Grafting Experiment 


Growing Potatoes on the Roots of a 
Tomato Plant 


Considerable interest has been 
aroused by the grafting of a tomato 
plant on a potato plant at the Penn- 
sylvania State College, Although the 
idea is not a new one, it demonstra- 
tes clearly the ease with which these 
two closely related plants may be 


{ grafted, 


Only one attempt was made in the 
grafting, The common inverted 
“saddle graft” was used. 

The plant was wrapped with raffia 
at the junction of the two pieces an 
it was placed in a humid atmosphere 
for several days until the union was 
perfected, Later the plant was shift 
ed to the outside, where little attens 
tion was given it. Tubers finally de- 
véloped on the potato part and toma. 
toes on the top.
